Prohibition Makes Good.

Whenever a state has been added
to the Prohibition column the wets
have solemnly assured the public
that prohibition, once tried out, would
soon become so unpopular and unsat-
isfactory that the voters would soon
rise up and demand its repeal. In the
dirty and distant past one or two states
r.ct'fr.lly did reverse their verdict !. -

But the western and southwestern
states that voted dry more than a
year ago have been so well satisfied
with prohibition that not only did they
vote, on Tuesday, November 7, to re-
tain prohibition, but also to strength-
en it: In several of the states the
wets introduced amendments calcu-
late to cripple the prohibitory laws.
These, without exception, were voted
down. In Washington, for instance,
evry county gave a majority against
the beer-maker-s' measure.

Oregon, not content with voting
down the beer amendment, strength-
ened prohibition by adopting the
"bone-dry- " measure, under which im
portations of liquor for beverage pur-
poses are forbidden.

Idaho, which has had statutory pro
hibition, voted three to one for consti-
tutional prohibition. Utah, angry be
cause its governor vetoed a bill lor
nrohibition, threw out the machine of
which Jack Spry was the main wheel
and elected a governor and legislature
pledged to the enactment of prohibi-
tion. Florida, which is almost dry
now, did the same thing.

And so it goes. Whenever a state
honestly and earnestly tries out pro
hibition, you can't make the people i

change about. They discover tnat the
dire pre-electi- on prophecies made by
representatives of the liquor interests
do not pan out. They learn, too, that
the sober, conservative claims of ben-
efits made by the drys are realized.

The "receding temperance wave"
written about in wet literature and
talked about on stumps, hasn't made
a preceptible recession The Nation-
al Daily.

Tubercular Dangers.
In every town in Vermont except

some of the very smallest there are
cases of tuberculosis which are fur-
nishing centers of contagion. The
state board of health intimates that
there are somewhere in the neighbor-
hood of 3200 cases in the state, of
whom only a few are at Pittsford or
in other sanitoria within or without
the state. An arrangement has re-
cently been made by the governor
whereby cases which cannot be sent to
Pittsford may go to the Hampshire
county sanitarium at Haydenville,
Mass., and the expense will be paid by
the state provided the patient is una-
ble to bear the burden. Under this
provision application should be made
to the governor's secretary, BenjaminGates Esq., at Montpelier, who will
inform the applicant as to the stepsto be taken. The fact remains, how-
ever, that upwards of 3,000 cases of
tuberculosis in the state are beingcared for in private homes and it
can be done there with a reasonable
degree of safety and success, provid-
ed the rules of proper sanitation are
carefully and persistently observed.
The danger is from a few patientswho will not take the proper precau-
tions and go about spreadingthe dis-
ease by their own carelessness. There
are also some families where tuber-
cular patients are cared for and givenall that love and duty will permit, but
proper care is not taken to keep other
members of the family from conta-
gion. These two classes of cases fur-
nish the tuberculosis problem of the
state of Vermont. The disease is be-
ing gradually conquered in all civil-
ized countries, but much more re-
mains to be done and the state of Ver-
mont should not be behind the other
states for Vermont is one of the
states where the problem is serious.
The legislature is to meet- - in Januaryand the members-ele- ct should be pre-
paring themselves to act with intelli-
gence on this issue. Bennington

The football championship of Ver
mont goes this year to Middlebury.
Middlebury's defeat of Vermont gives
her the undisputed title. The scores
of the games which the state teams
played were Middlebury 20, Norwich
7; Norwich 7, Vermont 6; Middlebury
6, Vermont 2. The game Nov. 19
closed the most successful season in
Middlebury college football history;
The team was the best that the col
lege ever put out. Five games were
won from Union, Stevens, R. P. I.,
Norwich and Vermont. The New
Hampshire contest resulted in a tie.
Bowdoin and Springfield defeated
Middlebury. Seventy-si- x points were
scored during the season as against
55 by her opponents, 32 of the 55 be-

ing scored by the strong Springfield
team.

Word has been received that Thom-
as J. Goodwin of South Carolina has
been appointed .by the comptroller of
the currency national bank examiner
for Vermont, succeeding the late
James H. Kelleher of Montpelier,
Some prominent Democrats when
qaot'.oried about the appointment,
said they were unable to account for
the reason of departing form the usu-
al custom of appointing a man from
the district in which the vacancy oc-

curs. They stated that it was not

The University of Vermont has re-
ceived from Gen. Rush C. Hawkins of
New York a gift of ? 100,000 provided
an additional $200,000 is raised. The
donor suggests among the needs of
the institution a new auditorium, a
new engineering building or additions
to the present building; another sci-
ence building, thus doubling the capac-
ity of the present building; more
room for books in the Billings library;and a larger library Tor the college of
medicine. Dr. F. T. Kidder of Wood-
stock, a trustee, was instrumental in
securing the gift. There are good
prospects for securing $200,000 need-
ed. Several years ago Gen. Hawkins
gave this university the largest col-
lection in this country of books deal-
ing with the Civil war with the excep-
tion of the Princeton University col-
lection.

A very attractive year book has
just been issued by the Aero Club of
Vermont. In addition to the articles
of association, constitution " and by-
laws, and a list of nearly 200 charter
and founder members, the year book
contains an interesting statement of
the purposes of the club by James
Hartness, the president of the club;an article on, "The Conquest of the
Air," describing the world's progress
in aviation, by Howard Huntington,
formerly secretary of the Aero Club
of America; rules and regulations of
the International Aeronautic Federa-
tion governing the issue of pilot's cer-
tificates; and an account of Vermont
Air Pilots. This book is thus a Ver-
mont text-boo- k in aviation. It sug-
gests what Vermont ought to do to
keep up with the rest of the countryand shows the relation of Vermont
aviation to the growth of Vermont
along commercial and military lines.
It should be read by all interested in
Vermont transportation and develop-ment.

Representative Fitzgerald, chair-
man of the house appropriations com-

mittee, has announced that he favors
an embargo on foodstuffs and that it
will be his purpose to prepare a bill
and press the subject early in the
session of congress which meets next
week. Washington dispatches inform
us thatlthere will be a fight over the
subject as monster petitions signed by
citizens and organizations are pour-
ing into Washington.

This food embargo move is a sub-

ject near to the heart of many a

struggling family and would undoubt-

edly have a tendency to lower living
costs, but embargoes are a thing na
tions have used only in the most
stringent cases and have a tendency to
hamper expansion."

President Wilson and his cabinet
are said to be opposed to such a

, . I, imeasure. ine outcome wm oe
watched with great interest. It seems
that Mr. Fitzgerald has more than the
mere cheapening of living at home in
mind. Read what he says:

Two reasons chiefly impel me to fa-
vor embargo legislation on foodstuffs.
It is the most effective weapon in our
controversy with Great Britain over
her unwarranted, outrageous and in-

defensible black list of American mer-
chants. As our foodstuffs are needed
abroad an embargo will be more effec
tive tnan weary months ot diplomatic
negotiations which end in the contin-
uance of the indefensible practices
against "our rights.

The embargo also should be imposed
for purely domestic reasons. The
prices of foodstuffs have reached that
level, bringing widespread distress to
the country. Many hundreds of
thousands of our people are suffering
from the lack of the necessities of
life.

Wholesale prices of many commod-
ities are less abroad today than they
were a year ago; here the retail prices
have advanced alarmingly.

The argument that nothing should
be done to interfere with the expan-
sion of our foreign trade does not im-

press me. Of what profit is foreign
trade to grow by leaps and bounds if
our own people are to be brought to
the verge of starvation as a result of
it?

The time is ripe for the embargo
and I hope to see legislation speedily
enacted to impose it. Let America be
for Americans first.

We are thankful to be able to look
forward with reasonable assurance to
a good square meal tomorrow, in the
face of the present cost of living com-
modities.

Apparently Howard Hindley was
not converted by Billy Sunday while
attending the Sunday meetings in
Boston. Billy's preaching does not
suit him, nor does that of our every-
day ministers. Perhaps Hindley will
tell us just what kind of preaching he
does like when his series of rakish
articles on Sunday are over.

Rev. M. W. Farman of Westfield,
chaplain of the Vermont senate for
